Last night brought to a close the 
campaign which has been in pro- 
gress throughout the State for sev- 
eral weeks. Locally there has not 
been much of a stir, on account of 
the candidates for city and county 
offices having practically no opposi- 
tion. Still, the Democrats have 
been urged not to forget the dangers 
of overconfidence, and to go to the 
polls to-day and deposit their votes 
for the nominess, whether they have 
opposition or not. 

In the city the voters will be call- 
ed upon to vote for a City Council 
ticket. A City Board of Education is 
is also to be chosen The voters will 
also be asked to vote on the two 
amendments to the Constitution tak- 
ing the office of State Superintend- 
ent of County Schools out of poli- 
tics. In the regular election for 
county offices the Democratic nomi- 
nees have practically no opposition 
Elections for members of the County 
Board of Education will be held in 
tyenty-one precincts of the county, 
but the city of Paris will have no 
vote in the matter. Candidates for 
City Council are to be elected in 
North Middletown and in Millers- 
burg, where five out of seven candi- 
dates on the ballot are to be se- 
lected. 

The race for control of the State 
Legislature at the session which 
opens on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1922, has been the center of 
the most interest to Kentuckians 
during the campaign which was 
brought to a close on Monday 
night. Last year the Republicans 
had a majority in the House of 
Representatives and on paper had a 
tie in the Senate with the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, a Republican, 
holding the balance of power. In 
reality, however, the Republicans 
did not have control of the Upper 
House. 

On joint session, however, the 
Republicans had a narrow majority 
last year. 

This year the Democrats start the 
final race at the pollls on Tuesday, 
with six holdover Senators and 
seven unopposed candidates, making 
them certain of thirteen seats in 
that body. The Republicans start 
with twelve holdover Senators and 
three candidates unopposed, includ- 
ing W. A. Kinne, of Stearns, who 
has been selected to succeed Dr. P 
Hoge, of Pine Knot, Republican, 
who died. 

In the House the Democrats start 
with twenty-nine candidates unop- 
posed, including F. L. Strange, of 
Bowling Green, and W. G. Wheeler 
of New Cstle, whose Republican 
opponents for the honor of represent- 
ing Bowling Green and Warren 
county in the Legislature withdrew 
last week. The Republicans start 
in the House race with seventeen 
candidates unopposed.

Employers who directly or indi- 
rectly violate the Kentucky statute 
relating to voting privileges of em-

$15,000,000 KENTUCKY'S 
OF ROAD FUND 



SHARE 



Passage of the $75,000,000 federal 
highway appropriation will mean an 
additional $1,500,000 to $1,600,000 
of the federal funds to be spent on 
Kentucky highways within the next 
two years. State Highway Engineer 
Joe S. Boggs estimated. The sum 
that will come to Kentucky, he said, 
is only a rough guess at this time. 

The bill provides $25,000,000 to be 
immediately available for distribu- 
tion to States which have complied 
with federal aid regulations, Mr. 
Boggs said, and that $50,000,000 
should be available the first part of 
1922. The States are to have two 
years in which to spend the money 
under the bill, which, according to 
a telegram received, was finally 
passed by Congress, and sent to the 
President for his signature. 

The division of the $75,000,000 
fund created by the new measure is 
to be made, it is understood, accord- 
ing to Mr. Boggs, on the basis of 
one-third mileage of roads in the 
State, one-third for population and 
one-third for area. Sixty per cent of 
the fund is to be used on main na- 
tional highways, such as the Dixie 
Highway and the Jackson Highway, 
and 40 per cent on secondary roads, 
which correspond to the main State 
trunk highways.

Kentucky leads all the States in 
the number of thoroughbred horses 
on farms in 1920, according to the 
report of the United States Census 
Bureau on bure bred horses on 
farms, classified as to breed. 

The figures show that there were 
19,767,161 horses on the farms of 
the United States on January 1, 
1, 1929, of which but 120,540 were 
pure bred. Only six-tenths of one 
per cent of the horses in the coun- 
try were pure bred, according to 
these figures . And out of the' num- 
ber Kentucky had 3,491 pure bred 
studs. 

Illinois leads all States in pure 
bred horses, with 15,559. Iowa has 
15,450 and the District of Columbia 
has none, with the other States in 
between. 

Kentucky had 373 American 
saddlers, 2 6 Belgians, 4 Clydesdales, 
4 French drafts, 15 German coach, 
174 Percherons, 329 standard bred, 
1,2 47 thoroughbreds and 1,319 pure 
bred horses with breed not specified. 

Only 3,707 thoroughbred horses 
were reported in the entire country 
in 1920. Of this number Kentucky 
lead with 1,247; Virginia had 532 
and Maryland 272. No other State 
had so many.

Kentucky cities, which depend on 
natural gas for lighting and heating 
purposes, are facing the prospects 
within a few years of having to go 
back to coal entirely for heating and 
artificial gas or electricity for light- 
ing unless something is done to pre- 
vent manufacturers of carbon black 
entering the Kentucky gas field pro- 
miscuously, Dr. W. A. Jillson, direc- 
tor of the Kentucky Geological Sur- 
vey, declared. There are a number 
of carbon black factories in Eastern 
Kentucky and several others have 
been projected, Dr. Jillson said. 

Carbon black is used for printer's 
ink, being the only successful sub- 
stance for inks for high-speed 
presses, automobile tires, stove and 
shoe polishes, phonograph records, 
black leather, book binding, carriage 
cloths, celluloid, electric insluators, 
cement colors, crayons, drawing and 
marking inks, artificial stone, black 
tile, trpaulins and many other uses. 
It is manufactured by burning nat- 
ural gas against a polished steel 
surface and then gathering the re- 
sultant soot. 

Kentucky has twenty-two known 
gas fields. Five of these, the Dia- 
mond Springs field in Logan county, 
Menifee county, Meade county, Clo- 
verport, in Breckinridge county, 
and Martin county, are what the 
geologist called the "Gas Pools of 
Yesterday." In Menifee and Martin 
counties some gas still is taken from 
the pools, but the others have been 
exhausted.

■very county medical society in 
Kentucky will hold a symposium on 
"ameer during the weeks October 30 
to November 5 as a part of Ken- 
tucky's observance of "Cancer 
Week," Dr. Irvin Lindenberger, 
State Chairman of the Committee

While thousands of persons are 
dying every year of this dread dis- 
ease," he said, "it is curable if de- 
fected in its earliest stages. Carry- 
ing knowledge of this fact to the 
people of Kentucky is one of the 
objects of the present campaign. 
The other object is to emphasize the 
fast that, where this early diagno- 
en had, the person suffer- 
liately should obtain the 
treatment procurable. 
Any unnatural lump or hardness 
is to be regarded as potential can- 
cer until proved by competent ex- 
amination to be otherwise. That is 
especially true of the breast, abdo- 
men, lips and mouth. Any en- 
largement or tumor in any portion 
of the body which can be detected 
by sight or touch, which persists 
and which increases in extent, 
should be subject to examination 



by those competent to make it. 

"Cancer invariably begins as a 
local disease and if recognized at 
this stage can be surely and per- 
manently cured if accessible. Any 
unnatural discharges from the in- 
ternal organs, especially at and af- 
ter the age of 35, should be re-

DCFOBTANT DECISION FOR CITY 
EDUCATION BOARDS 



City boards of education in this 
State have authority under the act 
of 1920 to condemn property for 
school buildings. This ruling was 
made by the Appellate Court affirm- 
ing the Mercer Circuit Court in the 
case of William Con Bell's commit- 
tee against the Board of Education 
of Harrodsburg. The right of emi- 
nent domain granted by section 
XIII of the constitution to acquire 
land for public purposes is held by 
the court to include city boards of 
education. Bell was given $18,000 
damages for the land condemned, 
$2,000 for damages to the land left, 
and $400 incidental damages for the 
small tract of land condemned by the 
school board in Harrodsburg.

MARINE CORPS REPRESENTA- 
TIVE AT AMERICAN'S 
FUNERAL 



Gunnery Sergeant Ernest A. Jan- 
son has been selected to represent 
the men of the Marine Corps at the 
burial of the unknown American 
hero in the Arlington National Cem- 
etery, Armistice Day, Nov. 11. Jan- 
son, together with several non- 
commissioned officers of the army, 
all of whom have overseas records, 
will act as pall-bearer. 

Janson's record was divulged re- 
cently at the Marine Corps re- 
cruiting office, Indianapolis, Indiana, 
where it was said that he received 
the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
the highest American award for 
bravery. He also holds the Navy 
Medal of Honor, the French Mili- 
tary Medal and Croix de Guerre 
with palm, the Italian War Cross 
and the Montenegrin silver medal 
for bravery. 

The citation for which Janson 
received his American decorations 
follows: 

"For conspicuous gallantry and 
intrepidity above and beyond the 
call of duty in action with the en- 
emy near Chateau Thierry, France, 
June 6, 1918. Immediately after 
the company to which he belonged 
had reached its objective on Hill 
142 several hostile counter attacks 
were launched against the line be- 
fore the new position had been con- 
solidated. Sergeant Janson was at- 
tempting to organize a position on 
the north slope of the hill when he 
saw twelve of the enemy, armed 
with five light machine guns, 
crawling toward the group. Giving 
the alarm he rushed the hostile de- 
tachment, bayoneted the two lead- 
ers and forced the others to flee, 
abandoning their guns. His quick 
action, initiative and courage drove 
the enemy from a position from 
which they could have swept the 
hillside with machine gun Are and 
forced the withdrawal of our 
troops." 

Gunnery Sergeant Janson enlist- 
ed in the Marine Corps in 1910 and 
is now on duty at the recruiting 
station in New York.

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LAW ENFORCEMENT 

The people of Kansas City have 
shown what an outraged public sen- 
timent can do when genuinely 
aroused, in spite of the negligence of 
public officials 

During the early part of 1920, 
criminals of every sort overran the 
city, causing a veritable reign of 
terror. Finally the leading citizens' 
organizations decided that the only 
way to get relief was to take things 
into their own hands. 

A law enforcement association was 
formed, its motto being, "Clean Up 
Kansas City." 

There has been a stedy improve- 
ment in the situation ever since. 
During the first five months of 1920 
there were 19 murders and 1,183 
burglaries. During the same period 
in 1921 there were but nine mur 
ders and 695 burglaries, about a 550 
per cent cut in these two classes of 
crime. Highway robberies and auto 
thefts showed a like decrease. 
The moral of all this is just this: 
There is no reason why the peo- 
ple of any other town cannot do 
what the people of Kansas City have 
done if they will act with the same 
energy and intelligence.

The following clipping from a 
Philadelphia pj^per, sent to THE 
NEWS, tells of another angle in the 
noted Baker estate case, in which 
some time ago, several Paris "heirs" 
saw visions of a large fortune loom- 
ing up, ready to lop off the bushes: 

"Governor Sproul denied to-day 
he had promised support to a new 
legal fight to reclaim for the Baker 
heirs an estate' which includes the 
site of the City Hall and the best 
central real estate in the city. 

"A Philadelphian, calling himself 
Mr. Rice," has been retained for 
$2,000 by the Canadian group of 
descendants of the land owner, to 
go after the property. Mr. Rice* 
told William Baker, president of 
the Baker Heirs, Inc., his efforts 
would have the backing of Govrnor 
Sproul and the political bosses of 
the State. 

" 'I don't know any Mr. Rice,' the 
Governor said, and I never approv- 
ed the cause of the Baker Heirs. I 
have hear about the estate from 
time to time, but I am sure it is 
legally impossible to claim it. Law- 
yers* who have engaged themselves 
to ifcover the estate knew that it 
couldn't be done.' 

"The plan outlined by 'Mr. Rice,' 
when the president of the Bakers 
visited this city, was reported at a 
meeting of the heirs in Toronto last 
week. 

" 'Mr. Rice' took Mr. Baker out to 
City Hill plaza to stand on some of 
his own property. 'Mr. Rice' said he 
would form the Finance Corpora- 
tion of the United States as a pre- 
liminary step to scooping up the 
heart of Philadelphia.**
